Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinance 
prescribing  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  have  the  honor  of  pre- 
senting herewith  for  your  examination  and  approval  the  Seventh 
Annual  Report  op  the  City  Controller,  exhibiting  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Corporation,  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  December  30th,  1811.  Also,  statements  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  City  at  the  above  date. 

The  total  indebtedness  as  shown  by  the  last  Annual  Report 
was  $751,500.  There  was  issued  during  the  present  j^ear,  in  pur- 
suance of  ordinances,  and  under  the  direction  of  your  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  $264,000  Bonds,  while  $29,000  has  been 
redeemed  and  cancelled,  thus  leaving  the  increase  in  the  debt 
during  the  year,  $235,000,  as  shown  by  the  tabular  statement 
accompanying,  making  the  total  debt  at  the  close  of  this  year, 
$986,500.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  increase  has  been  for 
Sewerage,  Water  and  Public  Park.  Improvements.  I  would 
state  that  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  redemption  of  all 
the  Bonds  issued  during  the  year.  Also,  that  provisions  have 
been  made  for  the  bulk  of  the  entire  bonded  indebtedness  of  the

City  as  it  matures  There  is  maturing  January  1st,  J  872, 
$  1 6,000  in  bonds.  Tiie  attention  of  your  Committee  on  Finance 
has  been  called  to  the  fact,  and  provision  has  been  made  for 
their  payment.  The  credit  of  the  City  is  as  good  as  could  be 
desired,  par  having  been  received  for  every  Bond  issued  during 
the  j-^ear.  In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  j^our 
Committee  on  Finance  for  their  pleasant  co-operation  in  mat- 
ters of  finance,  and  also  to  your  honorable  bodies  for  your  man- 
ifestation of  confidence  in  electing  me  to  this  office.  The  follow- 
ing condensed  statement  exhibits  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments.

STKEETS. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils^ 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Streets  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Annual  Report  for  ISH. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  submit  a  report  outside  of  the  full 
reports  of  the  various  departments  under  the  control  of  your 
Committee,  comprising,  as  they  do,  a  full  and  detailed  state- 
ment of  all  matters  iai  their  charge,  but  it  has  been  customary 
to  make  a  synopsis  of  all  the  reports  at  the  cloee  of  the  year, 
with  a  view  to  putting  the  information  contained  therein  in  a 
more  concise  and  readable  form.  Besides,  there  are  some  mat- 
ters of  general  public  interest,  not  included  or  referred  to  in  the 
reports  from  the  heads  of  departments,  concerning  which  it 
would  be  proper  to  make  some  observations  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

The  number  of  streets  graded  and  paved  this  year  was  thirty, 
the  Length  of  which  is  three  and  seven-tenths  miles,  and  cost 
$99,126  13. 

The  total  length  in  miles  of  streets  graded  and  paved  within 
the  citjMs  sixt}' and  five-tenths  miles,  and  cost  $1,336,860  64. 

The  number  of  sewers,  main  and  lateral,  constructed  this 
vear,  ao'ffresate  in  length  four  and  one-half  miles  and  cost 
$141,927  27. 

The  total  length  of  all  the  sewers  is  nine  and  one-fourth  miles, 
total  cost  $305,775  77. 

The  cost  of  cleaning,  repairing  streets,  and  of  street  cross- 
ings, for  the  present  year,  as  shown  by  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner's Report,  is  $28,502  56,  and  collected  from  Passenger 
Railways,  $433  50. 
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The  proposed  West  End  Avenue  Improvement  was  before 
your  Committee,  in  the  shape  of  a  communication  from  the 
Solicitor  of  that  Company,  asking  Councils  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  over  that  portion  of  the  proposed  road  Ij'ing  within 
the  city  limits.  Your  Committee  regard  this  improvement  as 
of  vital  interest  to  the  city,  in  affording  at  least  one  grand 
metropolitan  outlet  for  our  rapidly  growing  city,  at  present 
hemmed  in  with  hills,  and  without  exit  other  than  that  afforded 
by  the  narrow  lanes  and  paths  connecting  with  our  city  thorough- 
fares. The  Councils'  share  in  this  important  Avork  is  consider- 
able, and  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  refer  and  cite  from  the  Act, 
what  is  required  from  the  cit}-:  Section  10,  Page  1392,  Pamphlet 
Laws,  says :  That  the  City  of  Allegheny  shall  be  required  as 
soon  as  said  Commissioners  have  in  good  faith  commenced  the 
construction  of  said  avenue,  to  grade  and  pave  or  macademize 
that  part  of  the  said  Turnpike  Road  13'ing  within  the  limits  of 
said  citj'^  of  a  width  to  correspond  with  said  avenue,  and  the 
Councils  of  said  cit^'  are  further  required  to  purchase  from  said 
Corajjan}'  that  portion  of  their  road  so  to  be  graded,  paved  or 
macademized,  at  such  price  as  ma}'  be  agreed  upon  with  said 
Company,  and  if  they  cannot  agree  without  unnecessary  dela}'^ 
then  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  appoint  five  referees,  the 
au^ard  of  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  fix  the  price 
to  be  paid  by  said  cit}'." 

While  your  committee  are  favorable  to  this  improvement,  in 
the  discussion  of  the  matter  it  was  developed  that  the  Compan}^ 
had  not  progressed  far  enough  in  their  portion  of  the  work  to 
justify  the  Committee  making  anj'-  recommendation,  or  suggest- 
ing anj"^  action.  The  whole  matter  was  deferred  until  ample 
assurance  was  given  that  there  would  be  no  dela}'  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work  hy  the  commission. 

The  opening  of  other  avenues  and  outlels  for  the  city  in  other 
directions,  have  been  under  consideration,  and  progress  made 
in  the  work.  Perhaps  the  most  important  improvement  in  con- 
templation, is  that  of  the  Troy  Hill  Road.  The  district  to  be 
made  accessible  by  this  road  is  rapidl}^  growing  in  population, 
wealth  and  influence.  During  the  year  large  tracts  of  land 
have  been  laid  out  into  lots  and  sold,  and  over  one  hundred 
houses  of  a  good  class  have  been  built.  The  great  portion  of 
5 
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this  is  due  to  the  energetic  management  and  enlarged  views  of 
our  esteemed  townsman,  Mr.  Adam  Reineman,  member  of  Select 
Council  from  the  Seventh  Ward,  whose  term  of  office  expires 
with  this  Council.  To  his  labor  and  the  labor  of  a  few  other 
enterprising  gentlemen,  seconded,  of  course  by  the  entire  Coun- 
cils, streets  have  been  laid  out,  graded  and  paved,  water-pipes 
and  gas-pipes  laid,  in  fact  all  the  conveniences  that  can  be 
accorded  any  community,  have  been  introduced,  or  are  in  con- 
temjjlation.  The  only  trouble  operating  against  this  section 
of  this  city,  consisted  in  its  almost  entire  inaccessibility  in  bad 
weather.  It  is  proposed,  and  legislation  has  already  been  pro- 
cured to  maice  a  road  of  such  width  and  grade  as  will  remedy 
this  objection.  A  plan  has  been  submitted,  and  already  approved 
by  Councils,  widening  this  thoroughfare  to  an  uniform  width 
of  40  feet,  and  fixing  such  a  grade  as  will  make  it  easy  of  access. 
To  serve  this  purpose,  according  to  the  survey  made  by  the 
Engineer,  will  require  at  some  points  a  cut  of  2t  feet.  A  pro- 
file of  grade  has  already  been  prepared,  and  will  be  submitted 
to  Councils  for  approval.  This  grade  absolutely  severs  the 
connection  of  the  abutting  property  from  the  road  proper,  in  so 
far  that  it  cannot  be  of  any  use  to  that  property,  and  necessi- 
tates, as  part  of  this  plan,  a  return  street,  which  forms  a  direct 
connection  with  the  main  road.  In  the  making  of  this  road,  it 
was  deemed  as  a  matter  of  equity,  that  legislation  be  procured 
for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  cost,  not  upon  the  abutting 
property,  as  under  the  present  law,  (which  is  damaged,  rather 
than  improved,)  but  upon  all  property  (which  is  decided  by 
board  of  viewers  to  be  appointed,)  to  be  benefitted.  The  cost 
of  this  improvement  will  not  fall  short  of  $100,000. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  go  further  and  state,  that  legis- 
lation has  already  been  procured,  b}'  which  it  is  proposed  to 
extend  Lowrie  Street — the  street  connecting  with  Troy  Hill 
road  at  the  summit — from  Ravine  Street,  through  Reserve 
Township  and  Millvale  Borough,  to  connect  with  the  Ewalt 
Street  Bridge.  This  road,  when  completed,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  concerning  its  completion,  will  materially  add  to  the  value 
of  the  abutting  property,  and  also  the  property  in  the  district 
through  which  it  passes.  In  fact  the  whole  citj'  is  benefitted  in 
having  a  good  road,  and  direct  connection  with  the  business 
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interests  of  the  upper  sections  of  our  own  city,  and  that  of 
Pittsburgh,  the  present  thoroughfare  being  particularly  objec- 
tionable, because  of  its  proximity  to  the  railroad. 

Of  all  the  improvements,  projected,  or  in  contemplation,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  extension  of  Federal  street  is 
regarded  as  first  in  importance.  Federal  Street,  being  the 
principal  business  street,  and  dividing  the  city  into  two  appa- 
rently equal  grand  divisions,  and  doubly  important,  because 
immediatel}^  connecting  our  city  with  that  of  our  sister  city  of 
Pittsburgh.  There  can  be  no  question  but  that  it  must  con- 
stantly gain  in  importance.  Other  avenues  and  outlets  may  be 
made  but  they  cannot  be  anything  else  than  subordinate  to  this 
central  trunk  street.  The  Tripartite  Bridge  and  its  connections 
may  divert  a  considerable  portion  of  the  traffic  from  this 
thoroughfare,  but  not  enough  to  take  away  its  prestige.  It 
would  therefore  be  a  very  reasonable  deduction,  that  if  this 
street  were  opened  beyond,  and  a  grade  fixed  that  it  could  be 
used  for  ordinary  travel,  no  improvement  would  prove  more 
profitable,  or  be  of  greater  advantage  than  the  opening  of  Fed- 
eral Street.  In  addition  to  the  fact  that  it  is  the  principal  busi- 
ness street,  when  opened,  it  would  afford  the  most  direct  inlet 
to  the  city,  and  by  reason  thereof,  attract  a  traffic  greater  to 
those  interested  in  the  improvement,  would  even  dare  to  vent- 
ure, besides  opening  up  as  fine  a  piece  of  couutr}'  as  can  Ite 
found  anywhere,  at  i)resent  worth  comparatively  nothing, 
increasing  its  value  to  almost  iancy  figures.  Councils,  in  the 
earl}'^  part  of  the  present  session,  approved  the  act  authorizing 
this  improvement,  but  owing  to  the  Legislative  dead-lock  of  last 
session,  it  failed  to  become  a  law,  by  reason  of  its  not  having 
passed  both  branches  of  the  legislature,  prior  to  the  final 
adjournment  of  that  body.  Your  Committee  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  recommending  prompt  action,  before  the  newly 
elected  legislature. 

Relative  to  the  recommendation  made  by  your  Committee 
last  year,  relieving  the  Street  Commissioner  from  the  Superin- 
tendence of  all  new  grading  and  paving,  an  Ordinance  was 
adopted  during  the  year,  transferring  this  portion  of  Street 
Commissioner's  duties  to  the  Engineer's  Office. 

Your   Committee,  in   pursuance  of  the  recommendations  of 
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previous  Street  Committees,  this  year  devoted  some  consider- 
able time  and  patience  in  considering  the  question  of  providing 
how  to  dispose  of  duplicated  street  and  alley  names',  and  con- 
solidating sti'eets  known  by  two  names,  under  one  name.  This 
was  done  with  the  view  of  placing  the  correct  names  of  streets 
upon  the  new  official  map,  now  being  prepared.  An  Ordinance 
was  recently  adopted,  which  necessarily  made  some  very  radi- 
cal changes  among  the  names  of  streets  throughout  the  city, 
and  considerable  dissatisfaction  resulted,  which  is  not  yet 
quieted.  The  action  of  the  Committee  was  based  upon  what 
was  considered  for  the  best  interests  of  the  city  generally,  with- 
out reference  to  any  local  prejudices.  As  a  general  thing,  the 
people  at  large  have  become  educated  to  the  necessity  of  the 
changes,and  consequently  more  or  less  reconciled. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  entire  length  of  streets  in  the  city  graded  and  paved  to 
date  is  58  4-10  miles,  nearly  one-half  of  which  or  2T  7-10  miles, 
has  been  improved  within  the  last  five  (5)  years — from  1867  and 
1871,  inclusive,  and  at  a  cost  0/ $877,328  54. 

The  city  can  now  boast  of  as  large  a  proportion  of  paved 
streets  in  comparison  to  its  area  as  any  other  city  in  the  Union. 

Cobble  stone  has  been  exclusively  used  with  one  exception, 
the  paving  of  Stockton  avenue  with  Stowe  foundation  pave- 
-ment. 

The  streets  have  generallj'-  withstood  the  damaging  effects  of 
the  heavy  traffic  to  which  they  are  so  constantly  subjected 
without  much  cost  for  repairs  or  renewals,  and  with  the  drain- 
age facilities  now  afforded,  and  the  addition  of  the  improved 
crossings  laid  down  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  these  streets 
present  very  fair  surfaces,  and  are  attractive  in  appearance.  By 
the  introduction  of  improvements,  they  are  in  a  great  degree 
free  from  the  objectionable  features   that  bring  this  class  of 
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pavements  into  such  disfavor  elsewhere.  One  matter,  in  refer- 
ence to  maintaining  streets,  deserves  especial  attention  at  this 
time  :  That  is,  a  more  rigid  system  of  permits  for  breaking  the 
pavements  for  water,  gas  and  sewer  connections,  and  other  pur- 
poses. 

This  matter  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner, and  all  repaving  should  be  done  by  him  at  the  cost 
of  parties  opening  the  streets. 

In  the  improvement  of  new  streets  the  charge  of  laying  out 
work  and  estimating  has,  as  heretofore,  devolved  on  the  first 
assistant  of  the  office,  Mr.  W.  K.  Carlile.  . 

Lot  Registry. 

The  bulk  of  the  property  descriptions  have  now  been  re- 
ceived and  entered  up.  The  total  number  to  date  is  9,000.  This 
record  makes  eight  books,  double  elephant  size,  and  of  ninety 
pages  each.  This  department  is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  James 
Brown,  acting  as  Registrar  and  general  ofl3ce  clerk.  The 
record  has  become  invaluable  for  reference  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  location,  description  or  ownership  of  property  for 
taxable  and  other  purposes. 

In  making  up  the  lists  of  claimants  and  aflflxing  the  propor- 
tionate amounts  due  them  under  the  sewer  refunding  act,  its 
pages  were  relied  on  solely  for  the  information  required.  This 
work  could  not  have  been  satisfactorily  accomplished  with- 
out it.

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixty-six  surveys  have  been 
made,  realizing  to  the  city  $1,337  00.

23,107  feet  or  4^  miles  have  been  built  witliin  the  year,  at  a

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The  city  has  now  thirteen  and  three-fourths  miles  of  sewers, 
of  which  5j  miles  are  pipe,  of  varying  diameters,  of  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  inches. 

The  cost  of  sewers  to  date,  foots  up  to  $447,697  04.  The  last 
item  is  not  cited  with  a  view  to  strengthening  the  claims  for 
efficiencj'  of  work  by  the  magnitude  of  the  figures  presented, 
but  merely  to  put  the  public  in  possession  of  all  the  facts.  Of 
late,  under  the  supervision  of  the  sewer  commission,  the  cost  of 
constructing  sewers  has  been  materially  reduced,  and  their 
efficienc}'  very  largely  increased. 

The  new  plan  is  rapidly  gaining  in  public  favor,  as  its  advan- 
tages are  made  apparent  b}^  the  work  executed.  There  is  now 
no  dissatisfaction  with  sewer  assessments,  although  there  is 
treble  the  amount  of  work  done  there  was  two  years  ago.  The 
tax  is  the  most  equitable  one,  and  the  most  easil}^  operated,  of 
any  other  of  its  description  in  existence  in  any  city  where  there 
is  a  general  scheme  of  sewerage. 

This  will  be  confirmed  by  an  examination  of  the  different 
sewer  laws  and  the  results  obtained  under  them. 

The  detailed  informatio,n  in  regard  to  the  construction  and 
use  of  sewers,  and  principal  of  levying  taxes,  was  given  veiy 
full  in  last  report,  and  need  not  be  again  republished. 

The  plans  of  record  are  kept  up  as  the  work  progresses,  show- 
ing location  and  depth  of  sewers,  the  position  of  house  slants, 
street  inlets,  and  manholes,  and  all  particulars  of  construction. 
These  plans  now  make  two  volumes  of  sheets,  double  elephant 
size,  thirty  sheets  in  all. 

The  charge  of  execution  of  work  in  the  sewer  department 
continues  with  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Faulkner,  acting  as  superintendent 
of  construction. 

Sewer  Permits. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-six  permits  have  been  issued,  and 
the  proceeds,  $236  00,  paid  to  City  Treasurer. 
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Parties  Licensed  to  tap  Sewers.

Water  Pipe  Plans. 

A  book  of  nine  sheets,  similar  to  sewer  record,  showing  loca- 
tion of  pipes  and  appurtenances,  has  been  prepared  for  use  of 
Water  Department.  These  plans,  both  pipe  and  sewer,  were 
made  by  Mr.  Chas.  J.  Reed,  an  assistant  of  the  office. 

Street  Bridges. 

The  old  wooden  bridges  at  Ridge  avenue  and  West  Ohio 
street  over  the  railroad  crossing  are  soon  to  give  way  to  sub- 
stantial iron  structures. 

These  bridges  are  both  in  process  of  construction,  and  will 
be  put  to  place  this  winter.  They  are  erected  by  the  P.  Ft.  W. 
&  C.  R.  R.  Co. 

Public  Drinking  Fountain. 

A  public  drinking  fountain  was  erected  b}^  the  city  under  the 
supervision  of  City  Property  Committee  early  last  summer  on 
Federal  street,  opposite  Cit}^  Hall.  The  structure  is  built  of 
stone,  and  presents  a  very  pleasing  outline.  The  design  was 
furnished  from  this  office,  and  the  work  was  executed  by  Messrs. 
Forrester  &  Alston,  at  a  cost  of  $4T5  00.  The  fountain  has 
been  well  patronized.  During  the  warm  weather  the  average 
dail}'^  number  of  persons  using  the  fountain  was  about  2,800, 
and  the  average  daily  number  of  animals  490.  This  was  deter- 
mined from  actual  count. 


Second  and  Third  Ward  Squares. 

The  Second  and  Third  ward  plots  have  been   put  in  shape, 
with  walks  and  grass  plots  interspersed,  and  the  walks  paved 
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with  Scrimshaw  concrete  pavement.  The  contractors  for  the 
work  were  Mr.  James  L.  Hastings  and  Co.,  and  the  prices  paid, 
$2,386  80.    This  work  was  done  b}-  the  Park  Commission. 

Refunding  or  Sewer  Tax. 

During  tlie  months  of  February,  March  and  April,  tlie  time 
of  a  i)ortion  of  the  force  was  emjjlo^'ed  in  the  preparation  of 
the  lists  of  claimants  under  the  sewer  refunding  act,  and  in 
ascertaining  and  proportioning  the  amounts  due  them  under 
the  act. 

This  could  only  be  ascertained  by  reference  to  the  Registr}'', 
as  the  ownership  at  a  certain  date  (March  24,  1869)  fixed  the 
right  to  credit. 

The  lists  complete  made  180  sheets  of  legal  cap  paper,  and 
comprised  5,000  names,  and  the  footings  showed  the  total  of 
amounts  to  be  reimbursed,  $140,000.

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ANNUAL    EEPORT    OF    WATER 
COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common   Councils  : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Water  respectfull}^  sub- 
mit the  following  report  for  1871  : 

During  the  year  which  is  nearing  to  a  close,  a  very  consider- 
able amount  of  work  has  been  done  under  your  supervision, 

It  became  necessary  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  to  consider 
the  propriety  of  extending  the  water  mains  to  the  Ninth  ward 
district,  on  account  of  the  unwholesome  condition  of  the  water 
in  that  section,  and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  proposed 
during  the  season  to  grade  and  pave  the  only  avenue  leading 
to  this  district.  In  view  of  the  large  cost  of  this  improvement, 
and  comparatively  small  return  upon  the  investment,  it  was 
not  decided  to  go  on  with  the  work  until  later  in  the  year.  The 
pipes  are  now  laid,  and  a  supply  of  water  furnished.  The  cost 
of  the  introduction  of  water  to  that  section  is  about  $15,000. 

The  Troy  Hill  district  also  urged  its  claims  to  be  supplied 
with  water,  upon  your  committee.  The  main  trouble  in  supply- 
ino-  this  district  with  water  consisted  in  the  fact  that  it  was 
above  the  level  of  our  present  basin.  It  was  not,  nor  could  not 
be  denied,  that  it  would  pay  if  some  plan  could  be  devised  to 
furnish  the  supply  of  water.  A  plan  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Jos. 
L.  Lowry,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Adam  Reineman,  by 
which  it  was  proposed  to  overcome  the  objection.  After  some 
delay  and  consideration,  a  modification  of  the  plan  was  agreed 
upon,  and  finally  adopted  by  Councils,  authorizing  your  com- 
mittee to  contract  for  the  building  of  a  trestle  forty  feet  high, 
large  iron  tank  capable  of  holding  100,000  gallons,  small  engine 
for  pumping  water  into  the  tank,  and  otherwise  making  every 
additional  preparation.  All  of  which  has  been  placed  under 
contract,  and  far  advanced  toward  completion.  The  cost  will 
not  exceed  10,000.  We  might  also  add  that  pipes  have  been 
laid  in  the  principal  streets  of  this  district,  and  we  might  add 
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safely  that  in  a  few   months   the    people  will  be   supplied  with 
water  from  the  new  apparatus. 

The  matter  has  been  under  consideration  for  several  years 
past,  of  providing  a  fuller  and  more  certain  supply  of  water. 
It  was  known  to  your  committee  personall}^,  but  more  forcible 
attention  called  to  the  fact,  by  our  Superintendent,  that  it  re- 
quired the  constant  using  of  both  engines  in  the  water  works, 
night  and  da}',  to  keep  anything  like  a  full  supply  of  water  in 
the  basin.  It  required  no  scientific  skill  to  reach  the  conclusion 
that  no  machinery  could  possibly  withstand  such  pressure  and 
be  safe  from  accident.  The  consequences  of  a  short  sui)ply  of 
water  in  a  large  cit}'  like  this,  are  not  difficult  to  conjecture, 
and  need  no  argument.  The  situation  was  freely  discussed, 
and  it  was  finally  decided  to  ask  authority  from  Councils  to 
have  plans  made  for  a  new  and  larger  engine,  for  necessar}' 
boilers,  building  and  other  items,  which  authoritj'  was  promptly 
granted.  Your  committee  attended  to  this  dut}^  promptly,  and 
finally  reported  to  Councils  with  favorable  recommendation  a 
resolution  approving  of  Lowry's  Double  Plunger  Pump,  and 
Horizontal  Engine,  asked  for  authority  to  advertise  for  pro- 
posals for  doing  everything  required  to  be  done,  and  award  the 
contracts  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders.  The  contracts  have 
not  yet  been  let,  but  very  careful  estimates  of  cost  have  been 
made,  which  foot  up  as  the  entire  cost  of  this  improvement  not 
less  than  $95,000.  The  expense  cannot  be  anything  else  than 
large,  but  the  emergency  was  equal  to  the  expense. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Water  Department,  attention  is  directed  to  the  full  and  com- 
plete reports  of  Wm.  Paul,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Water 
Works,  and  David  Cornelius,  Water  Assessor,  both  of  which 
accompany  this  report. 

It  will  be  necessary,  before  concluding  this  report,  to  state 
that  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due  to  both  of  the  heads  of 
departments  under  our  control,  Wm.  Paul,  Jr.,  and  David  Cor- 
nelius, for  faithful  and  efficient  services  rendered  by  them  in 
the  line  of  their  duties.

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Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  this,  my  annual  report,  I  take 
pleasure  in  stating  that  there  has  been  little  if  any  complaint 
of  scarcity  during  the  past  year,  not  even  from  the  most  ele- 
vated portion  of  the  city  that  has  a  water  supply. 

The  running  time  of  works  during  the  year  amounts  to  four 
hundred  and  fourteen  (414)  daj^s  of  one  set  of  engines  at  an 
average  speed  of  twelve  (12)  revolutions  per  minute,  while  that 
of  1870  was  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  and  two-twelfths  days, 
(381  2-12)  at  an  average  speed  of  eleven  (11)  revolutions  per 
minute,  an  increase  of  thirty-three  (33)  days  in  time,  and  one 
(1)  revolution  per  minute  in  speed,  which  amounts  to  ten  mil- 
lion seventy-four  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  (10,074,240) 
gallons  more  than  was  supplied  the  previous  year. 

The  extension  of  pipe  during  the  year  amounts  to  over  four 
(4)  miles,  a  small  portion  of  which  has  not  been  filled  with 
water  as  yet,  it  being  situated  on  Tro}^  Hill,  a  higher  elevation 
than  our  present  reservoir,  but  will  be  supplied  the  coming  year 
from  a  tank  now  in  process  of  construction,  the  bottom  of 
which  will  be  forty-two  (42)  feet  above  the  top  of  present  res- 
ervoir ;  the  trestle  work  being  now  completed. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared,  and  contracts 
will  be  made  early  in  the  new  year  for  the  construction  of  an 
engine  and  pump  caf)able  of  lifting  twelve  million  (12,000,000) 
gallons  every  twenty-four  hours,  if  necessary,  and  will  be  pushed 
forward  to  completion  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

It  will  be  necessary  at  an  early  day  to  devise  some  means  to 
prevent  the  w^aste  of  water  as  the  sewerage  increases,  which  has 
been  very  rapid  the  past  two  years ;  the  means  of  detecting 
waste  becomes  more  difficult,  it  being  impossible  to  detect  waste 
in  houses  having  sewer  connections,  without  personal  inspec- 
tion. 

The  citizens  of  the  Fifth  ward,  between  Allegheny  avenue 
and  Beaver  avenue,  the  river  and  West  Ohio  street,  while  hav- 
ing a  sufficient  supply  for  all  domestic  purposes,  complain,  and 
justly,  that  in  case  of  a  conflagration,  they  would  be  at  the 
mercy  of  the  flames,  as  our  efficient  fire  department  could  not 
be  effective  without  a  full  supply  of  water,  and  the  present  pipe 
on  Rebecca  street  is  too  small  to  furnish  it. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  the   extension  of  the   12-inch 
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main  by  way  of  Rebecca  street  to   that   on    Beaver  avenue,  at 
West  Ohio  street. 

I  would  also  recommend  an  8-inch  main  on  Irwin  avenue, 
from  Jackson  street  to  Beech  street,  and  on  Allegheny  avenue 
from  Beech  street  to  Ridge  avenue.  This  would  in  a  measure 
I'elieve  what  are  the  poorest  supplied  localities  in  the  city. 

In  conclusion,  I   tender  you  my  thanks  for  j'our  conlidence 
and  kindness;  the  Water  Committee  will  please  accept  the  same 
for  tlieir  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  the  employees  of  the 
department  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.

There  are  4  Rolling  ]Mills,  1  Blast  Furnace,  3  Oil  Refineries, 
House  of  Refuge,  Marine  Hospital,  1  Feed  Mill,  1  Street  Rail 
Road,  1  Rail  Road  Rail  Mill,  1  White  Lead  Works,  that  don't 
use  hydrant  water. 

There  are  10,540  families  that  use  hydrant  water,  an  increase 
of  850  families  over  last  year.  The  increase  has  been  mostly 
in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  ninth  wards.  There  have  been  erected 
this  year  within  reach  of  hydrant  water,  210  houses,  most  of 
which  are  quite  large,  substantially  and  tastefully  built,  con- 
taining all  the  modern  conveniences.     A  few  extra  fine  dwellings 
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have  been,  and  are  in  various  stages  of  completion,  which,  for 
substantial  elegance  have  few  superiors  in  the  State,  foremost 
among  which  are  one  each  for  J.  Mullen,  A.  H.  English,  W.  H. 
Forsyth,  J.  P,  Logan,  J.  W.  Hall,  Geo.  D.  Riddle  and  J.  M. 
Tate.  Three  large  (Uaurches,  two  Catholic  and  one  Lutheran, 
are  partiall}^  built,  which,  when  finished,  will  be  handsome  and 
substantial.  Also,  one  large  new  brick  School  House,  for  the 
upper  end  of  the  third  ward  ;  a  very  large  Lead  Works,  in  the 
eighth  Ward,  for  Armstrong  &  Fawcett,  and  a  new  Saw-mill  in 
the  fifth  ward,  for  D.  L.  Patterson  &  Co.  Quite  a  number  of 
alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  to  dwellings,  many 
of  which  are  important  and  tasteful  improvements,  prominent 
among  which  are  one  on  North  Avenue  for  Mr.  Jas.  McBrier, 
one  for  J.  B.  Haines,  and  a  Dry  Gfoods  Stoi'e,  for  A.  W.  Erwin 
&  Co.,  on  Federal  street.  Over  150  houses  have  been  built 
above  and  beyond  the  flow  of  h3'drant  water,  and  there  are  over 
400  houses  and  600  families  unsupplied  with  hydrant  water.  It 
is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  Councils,  at  the  judicious 
suggestions  of  the  Water  Committee,  so  prompth'  responded  to 
petitioners,  and  furnished  theiii  an  ample  supplj-  of  excellent, 
pure,  soft  water. 

Thankful  for  your  continued  confidence  and  kindness,  and 
with  a  high  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  of  City  otiiciais  and

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EEPOET   OF  COMMITTEE   ON  FIRE 
EI^GINES  AND  HOSE. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

Gentlemen — Year  Committee  on  Fire  Engines  submit 
the  following  Annual  Report,  for  1871: 

It  is  probably  not  necessary,  in  view  of  the  very  elaborate 
and  able  Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
which  accompanies  this  paper,  to  dwell  upon  details  already 
adverted  to  in  the  report  of  said  officer.  It  will  not  be  out  of 
place,  howexer,  to  state  that  your  committee  are  exceedingly 
gratified  to  report  and  confirm  all  that  is  said  by  our  Chief 
Engineer,  concerning  the  condition  of  our  Department.  It  is 
efficient,  reliable  and  economical.  During  the  past  year  it  has 
been  more  than  successful,  and  has  deservedly  earned  the  proud 
title  of  being  second  to  none  of  all  the  Fire  Departments  in  the 
country.  The  only  improvement  to  be  added  to  complete  our 
Fire  Alarm  System,  is  the  addition  of  a  Central  Alarm  Bell, 
Your  former  Committees  on  Fire  Engines  and  Hose  have,  in 
previous  reports,  called  attention  to,  and  argued  tlie  necessity 
of  such  an  addition  to  the  department.  Your  Committee,  dur- 
ing the  year,  went  to  considerable  trouble  to  ascertain  and  put 
in  shape  said  recommendation;  obtained  bids  from  different 
makers  of  bells;  also,  a  bid  from  the  firm  of  Messrs.  (lamewell  & 
Rennard  to  put  the  whole  improvement  in  working  order  for 
$5,000.  The  matter  was  recommended  to  Councils  favorably, 
and  received  ver}'  flattering  support,  having  little  or  no  opposi- 
tion in  the  Common  Branch  of  Councils,  but  was  defeated  in  the 
Select  Branch.  Your  Committee  still  insist  that  this  addition 
is  necessary,  to  render  our  alarm  system  a  complete  success,  and 
not  onl}^  that,  but  it  is  a  measure  in  the  interest  of  ever}'  tax- 
payer. It  is  not  necessary  to  report  arguments  already  given, 
arguments  incontrovertable  in  themselves.  The  S3'stem  is  good, 
and  the  onl^^  argument  against  this  additional  feature,  is  based 
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upon  the  fact  that  the  Department  is  a  success  as  it  is,  and  it 
would  be  simply  adding  a  little  more  tax  upon  our  citizens 
unnecessarily.  It  may  be  a  proper  answer  to  this  reasoning, 
that  prior  to  the  creating  of  the  Paid  Fire  Department,  there 
were  persons  who  argued  that  the  advantages  derivable  from  a 
Paid  Department  were  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  increased 
outlay.  The  introduction  of  the  electric  fire  alarm  was  bitterly 
opposed,  as  an  extravagant  experiment,  full  of  risiv,  and  uncer- 
tain in  its  operations.  Experience  has  demonstrated  both  the 
wisdom  and  economy  of  the  fire  alarm,  and  paid  system  of 
firing.  It  is  only  a  question  of  time  when  the  Councils  will 
unanimously  favor  the  introduction  of  a  central  and  series  of 
bells.  Your  Committee  again  adds  its  testimony  in  favor  of 
the  improvement,  and  recommend  that  the  proposition  of  Messrs. 
Gamewell  &  Kennard,  to  do  tlie  whole  work  for  the  sum  of 
$5,000  be  accepted  by  the  incoming  Councils. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  various  recommendations  of 
the  Chief  Engineer,  relative  to  a  new  house  for  Columbia ;  also 
procuring  a  new  Hose  Reel,  for  dutj^  in  the  lower  section  of 
the  city,  all  of  which  are  heartily  approved  and  endorsed  and 
favorably  recommended.  For  a  detailed  statement  of  all  the 
operations  of  the  department,  during  the  current  year,  attention 
is  directed  to  the  Report  of  James  E.  Crow,  Esq.,  Chief  p]ngi- 
neer  of  the  Fire  Department.  It  is  complete,  well  arranged, 
and  shows  a  ver}'  economical  administration  of  affairs. 

We  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  bearing  our  testimony 
to  his  devotedness  to  duty,  and  fitness  for  the  position  he  has 
held  and  filled  so  acceptably  during  the  past  year.  To  L.  D. 
McCandless,  Esq.,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph, 
are  we  indebted  for  his  indefatigable  labor,  in  keeping  in  order 
the  intricate  matters  pertaining  to  his  department.  This  branch 
of  the  department  has  reached  a  very  high  degree  of  efficiency, 
and  it  is  due  to  that  officer  to  say  that  he  is  entitled  to  the 
credit. 

Your  Committee,  concerning  this  matter,  report  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  are  due  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  James  E.  Crow,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
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Department,  and  L.  D.  McCandless,  Superintendent  of  Fire 
Alarm  Telegraph,  for  services  rendered  in  the  line  of  their 
respective  duties.

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 

of  Allegheny  : 

In  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  creating  the  office  of 
Chief  Engineer,  I  lierewith  submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  tlie  year  ending  January  1st,  1872, 
being  the  fourth  annual  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Departmeut. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  year  I  submit  in 
the  accompanj'ing  tabular  statement  marked  "A." 

It  will  be  observed  there  is  apparently  a  large  difference  in 
the  amount  of  the  feed  bills  of  the  different  companies.  This 
is  attributable  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  year 
the  Chief  Engineer's  horse  was  stabled  at  the  Friendship  Engine 
House,  and  fed  on  the  account  of  that  Company,  and  the  extra 
team  of  the  Department  when  not  in  active  service  is  stabled  in 
the  Gen.  Grant  Engine  House,  and  fed  on  the  account  of  that 
Company. 

Paid  Department. 

In  my  last  report  I  took  occasion  to  show  the  superiority  of 
the  paid  Fire  Department  over  the  old  volunteer  system,  and 
now  that  it  has  been  in  service  another  year,  I  may  say  without 
egotism  or  favor  that  its  advantages  over  the  old  system  must 
be  preceptible  to  all  who  have  watched  the  workings  of  both 
departments.  But  its  record  is  its  own  best  advocate,  and  I 
will  simply  say  that  in  point  of  efficiency,  discipline,  &c,,  our 
Department  is  fully  equal  to  that  of  any  other  city  in  the 
country. 

Working  of  the  Department. 

The  several  companies  composing  the  Fire  Department  have 
been  prompt  in  their  response  to  alarms,  and  active  in  the  dis- 
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charge  of  their  respective  duties  at  fires.  The  men  and  their 
horses  have  been  kept  in  constant  practice  hitching  up  and  have 
acquired  such  a  degree  of  proficiency  that  it  is  not  an  unusual 
occurrence  for  the  driver  to  have  his  horses  hooked  up,  and 
apparatus  on  its  way  to  a  fire  in  one-half  minute  after  the  alarm 
is  sounded.  This  rapidity  of  action  does  to  a  great  extent 
account  for  the  small  loss  by  fire  during  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  3'ear  the  Department  has  been  districted,  so 
that  but  two  Steamers  and  three  Hose  Carriages  run  to  each  sig- 
nal box  on  the  first  alarm,  and  the  balance  of  the  Department 
leave  their  horses  hooked  in  the  Engine  House  for  thirty  minutes 
waiting  on  the  second  alarm.  The  reasons  for  thus  designating 
the  boxes  are  obvious.  Before  this  sj^stem  went  into  effect,  the 
whole  department  went  out  on  the  first  alarm,  and  after  some 
of  the  companies  had  run  their  horses  a  distance  of  three  or  four 
miles,  they  would  find  that  it  was  a  ver3'  slight  fire  which  caused 
the  alarm,  and  their  services  were  not  required.  Besides  this, 
there  might  be  a  more  serious  fire  occuv  in  another  part  of  the 
city,  while  the  entire  department  .was  responding  to  this  alarm, 
of  which  they  would  know  nothing  until  they  returned  to  their 
respective  engine  houses.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  district 
system  affords  greater  protection  to  the  cit}^  from  fire,  and  also 
economizes  the  expenses  of  the  department  in  horse-flesh  and  in 
the  wear  and  tear  of  machinery.  As  a  general  rule  the  pres- 
ence of  two  steamers  and  three  hose  cai'riages  is  sufficient  to 
extinguish  any  fire  that  has  not  gained  much  headway,  and  the 
Avork  is  done  with  less  confusion  and  more  satisfaction  than 
before.  When  additional  help  is  required,  the  whole  depart- 
ment is  called  out  by  sounding  the  second  alarm.  I  am  happy 
to  state  the  Fire  alarm  Telegraph,  under  the  superintency  of 
Mr.  L.  D.  McCandless,  is  working  admirably,  and  has  given 
general  satisfaction. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  Police  for  the  valuable  aid  they 
have  rendered  the  Department  at  fires,  thereby  greatly  contrib- 
uting to  its  efficiency. 

The  greatest  event  in  the  history  of  fires  on  this  continent 
was  the  burning  of  Chicago,  in  October  last.  Portions  of  the 
Fire  Departments  of  tlie  cities  of  the  country  responded  to 
Chicago's  appeal  for  help.     Among  them  was  part  of  the  Fire 
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Department  of  our  own  city,  whose  aid  on  that  disastrous  oc- 
cas'on,  we  have  reason  to  believe  was  not  unappreciated. 

Property. 

There  are  in  the  Department,  19  horses,  2  first  class  and  2 
second  class  Amoskeag  engines,  G  hose  carriages,  I  hook  and 
ladder  truck,  G  engine  houses,  7,000  feet  of  hose,  8,000  feet  of 
which  have  been  in  service  from  7  to  9  years,  and  have  become 
altogether  unreliable.  The  remaining  4,000  feet  is  in  good 
condition. 

In  my  last  report,  I  called  the  attention  of  3'^our  honorable 
bodies  to  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  Gen.  Grant  engine 
hf)use,  it  having  been  built  long  before  steam  fire  engines  were  in 
use  in  this  cit}^,  the  lot  on  which  it  was  situated  vvas  altogether 
too  contracted  to  build  an  engine  house  on  such  as  are  in  use  at 
the  present  day.  I  now  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  during 
the  year  the  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  old  engine  house  was  pur- 
ehased  l)v  the  cit}',  at  a  cost  of  $1,400  00,  and  a  handsome  new 
structure  erected  at  a  cost  of  $5,835  00,  which  is  second  to  none 
in  either  city,  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  adapted. 

One  of  the  engines,  (the  Good-Will,)  was  also  uurchased 
during  the  year,  at  a  cost  of  $4,500  00,  and  located  in  the  Sixth 
Ward.  It  is  of  the  style  known  as  the  second  class  double 
engine,  and  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  machiaeiy,  and  superior  to 
any  other  kind  now  manufactured.  During  the  past  year  two 
and  a  half  miles  of  additional  wire  was  put  up  by  extending  the 
Fire  alarm  Telegraph  to  the  Ninth  Ward,  which  now  gives  us 
a  line  of  .33  miles,  with  43  signal  boxes,  extending  over  all  parts 
of  the  cit)',  with  an  average  of  4  keys,  distributed  for  each  box, 
among  the  nearest  dwelling  houses,  drug  stores,  police,  &c., 
affording  eveiy  advantage  to  citizens  for  striking  alarms  of 
fire. 

Fires. 

There  were  61  alarms  of  fire,  none  of  which  were  false.  The 
loss  is  comparatively  light,  aggregating  $134,000.  Insurance 
$60,000.  The  largest  fire  during  the  3'ear,  was  the  burning  of 
Howard's  Paper  Mill,  in  the  6th  ward,  on  the  night  of  March 
23d  last,  involving  a  loss  of  $60,000,  principally  in  machinery, 
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which  it  was  impossible  to  save,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  was  a 
very  old  dilapidated  shell  of  a  building,  of  which  there  was  not 
a  wall  standing  in  fifteen  minutes  after  the  fire  was  discovered. 
On  the  25th  of  May  last,  a  fire  occurred,  which  partially 
destroyed  the  machine  shop  of  Thomas  Carlin,  situated  in  the 
4th  ward.  At  this  fire  a  young  man  named  William  Kenneweg, 
an  employee  of  Mr.  Carlin's,  while  endeavoring  to  recover  some 
of  his  tools,  which  were  in  the  burning  building,  a  portion  of  a 
wall  fell,  burying  him  beneath  it.  He  was  extricated  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  medical  attendance  summoned,  when  it  was  dis- 
covered that  he  had  both  of  his  legs  broken,  and  had  received 
internal  injuries  which  will  likely  render  him  a  cripple  for  life. 
This  was  the  only  accident  that  occurred  of  a  serious  nature  at 
fires,  during  the  past  year. 

Recommendations. 

Quite  recently  a  resolution  was  ofiered  in  Councils,  asking 
Councils  to  locate  a  hose  company^  in  the  Ninth  Ward.  It  was 
referred  back  to  the  Committee,  but  owing  to  its  being  so  late 
in  the  year,  the  Committee  saw  proper  to  lay  it  over  until  next 
year.  As  this  ward  has  lately  been  very  thicklj^  built  up,  and 
has  no  protection  from  fire,  the  nearest  engine  house  being  a 
distance  of  one  and  a  half  miles  away  from  some  portions  of  the 
ward.  If  a  fire  got  rightly  started,  it  would  make  a  serious 
conflagration  before  the  companies  arrived  from  the  upper  part 
of  the  city,  where,  if  a  hose  company  was  located  there,  it  could 
hold  it  in  check  until  the  other  companies  arrived.  I  would 
therefore  I'espectfuUy  recommend  the  location  of  a  hose  company 
in  the  ninth  ward  during  the  following  year.  As  I  have  before 
stated,  3,000  feet  of  the  hose  now  in  use  have  been  in  service 
from  T  to  9  years,  and  are  not  at  all  reliable.  As  no  hose 
have  been  purchased  this  year,  the  stock  of  good  hose  has 
become  limited.  I  would  therefore  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  3,000  feet  (500  feet  for  each  company)  of  hose  during 
the  incoming  year.  I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  increasing  the  effective  force  of  the  department,  by 
increasing  the  number  of  men  allowed  to  steam  engine  com- 
panies. In  all  other  cities  they  have  from  8  to  10  men  to  steam 
engine  companies,  while  here  we  have  but  7,  and  as  it  requires 
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tue  attention  of  three  men  to  the  engine,  it  leaves  but  4  men  to 
work  the  line  of  hose,  which  is  insufficient.  I  would  therefore  re- 
spectfull}^  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  additional  man  to 
each  steam  engine  company.  I  would  also  recommend  the  pur- 
chase of  another  lot  and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  new  engine 
house  for  the  Columbia  company.  The  present  engine  house  is 
perhaps  the  oldest  in  the  city,  and  is  consequently  in  need  of  con- 
stant repairs.  Like  the  Gen.  Grant,  built  before  the  present 
system  of  firing  was  instituted,  no  space  remains  to  even  partially 
remedy  the  defective  arrangements,  and  while  every  inch  of 
available  space  is  occupied,  the  whole  is  narrow,  cramped,  con- 
fined. Having  thus  presented  the  subject,  I  leave  it  for  the 
superior  judgment  of  the  incoming  Councils  whether  it  shall  be 
acted  upon  favorabl}'^  or  not. 

Memoriam. 

A  painful  task  now  devolves  upon  me,  that  of  officially 
announcing  tlie  death  of  one  of  our  oldest,  truest,  best  loved 
companions.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Hugh  Larimer,  late  Engineer  of 
the  Hope  Fire  Company,  whose  death  occurred  on  the  7th  day 
of  Ma3%  in  the  current  3'ear.  In  his  demise  the  city  has  lost 
the  services  of  a  faithful  and  devoted  man,  a  man  who  never 
knew  what  it  was  to  fear  when  duty  la}'  before  him,  who  was 
safe,  staunch  and  reliable. 

Entering  the  Fire  Department  when  comparatively  3'oung, 
and  continuing  in  the  same  until  the  time  of  his  deatli,  he  won 
the  esteem  and  friendship  of  all  his  associates  for  his  many 
generous  qualities.  Recognised  by  them  as  an  example  in  all 
that  pertains  to  a  true  fireman,  he  sealed  his  devotion  to  the 
cause  with  his  life,  the  seeds  of  his  disease  having  been  sown 
while  in  the  line  of  his  dut}';  and  thus  he  died,  a  sacrifice  to  his 
devotedness,  to  his  calling;  died  in  early  life,  when  life  was 
brightest,  and  rosy  with  hope— when  admiring  friends  and  fond 
relatives  united  to  make  life's  pathway  joyous  and  beautiful  to 
him.  He  is  dead,  but  will  long  live  in  the  memory  of  his  com- 
panions. 

Conclusion. 

In  concluding  this  report,!  desire  to  return  ray  sincere  thanks 
to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Engines  and  Hose  for  their  many  acts 
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of  kindness  towards  me,  and  their  hearty  co-operation  in  every- 
thing tending  to  the  welfare  and  efficiency  of  the  department. 
And  also  to  your  Honorable  Bodies  for  having  again  honored 
me  with  election  to  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer.  And  as  there 
is  no  incentive  to  duty  like  that  which  comes  from  a  confidence 
of  trust  reposed  in,  I  hope  my  honest  endeavors  will  meet  with 
your  approval.

Gentlemen — I  haA'e  the  honor  of  submitting  the 
following  report  of  the  legal  department  of  the  city'for  the  past 
3'ear. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity,  particularly 
in  street  openings.  A  larger  number  of  views  have  been  pre- 
sented and  acted  on  than  in  any  preceding  year.  The  aggre- 
gate of  the  collections  for  grading  and  paving  is  also  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  any  former  year. 

Xo  suits  of  any  character  have  been  brought  against  the  city 
during  the  year.  None  of  those  suits  mentioned  in  my  report 
for  last  year,  as  having  been  brought  against  the  city  during 
that  year  have  been  tried,  with  the  exception  of  that  wherein 
Dr.  W.  R.  Thorn  is  Plaintiff",  they  all  appear  to  be  practically 
abandoned  b^^  the  parties  instituting  them. 

The  case  of  the  City  vs.  Hartje,  W3die  &  Co.,  mentioned  in 
my  last  report,  in  which  the  question  was  as  to  the  liability  of 
the  property  owners  on  River  Avenue  for  the  entire  cost  of 
paving  that  avenue,  was  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  favor 
of  the  city. 

The  Ridge  Street  case,  the  City  vs.  A.  M.  Marshall  was 
argued  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  October.  No  decision  was 
rendered  prior  to  the  adjournment  of  the  Court,  A  decision 
may  be  expected  early  in  January. 

The  case  of  the  Commonwealth  vs.  Zug  was  argued  in  the 
Supreme  Court  in  November;  and  a  decision  rendered  reversing 
the  Quarter  Sessions  of  this  county,  in  entering  a  judgment  of 
guilty  against  the  defendant.  Although  the  Supreme  Court  so 
decided,  they  declined  to  touch  at  all  upon  the  question  at  issue, 
and  merely  held  that  under  the  circumstances,  indictment  was 
not  the  proper  remedy;  the  question  is  then  left  as  it  stood, 
without  any  decision  upon  its  merits.  The  matter  should  not 
be  abandoned.     The  acts  of  the  defendant  are  clearly  illegal. 
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A.S  indicated  by  the  proceedings  heretofore,  the  question  is  more 
as  to  tlie  i>roper  remedy  to  be  cliosen  than  as  to  the  legality  of 
the  Defendant's  acts.  If  prosecuted  expoditiouslj'  the  case 
might  be  before  the  Supreme  Court  next  fall,  in  another  shape, 
and  meet  with  more  success. 

Tlie  following  viewers'  reports  have  been  pi^sented  and  acted 
on  during  the  year,  viz:  Western  Avenue,  Locust  street,  two 
views,  Hidwell  street.  Sturgeon  street,  School  streeet.  North 
Avenue,  Washington  Avenue,  Jefferson  street,  Monterey  street, 
Perry  street,  Church  avenue,  Main  street.  Glover  alley,  Jackson 
street,  (repairing.) 

The  Locust  street  views  were  quashed ;  North  avenue  aban- 
doned ;  Main  street,  not  confirmed  ;  the  balance  were  confirmed. 
In  Washington  and  Church  avenues  appeals  were  taken.  The 
appeals  on  Fulton  and  High  streets,  pending  at  my  last  report, 
have  been  linallj-  disposed  of.  All  the  damages  on  High  street 
have  been  collected  and  the  street  opened.  The  larger  portion 
of  the  damages  on  Fulton  street  have  also  been  collected.

Steps  have  been  taken  to  assert  the  claim  of  the  city  to  that 
portion  of  Bank  Lane  claimed  by  the  Irwin  heirs,  as  directed 
by  councils.  Proceedings  against  the  Pennsylvania  Company 
in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  South  Common,  were  suspended,  to 
await  the  result  of  certain  negotiations  now  pending  between 
the  parties,  which  would  render  further  proceedings  unnecessary. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  the  usual  amount  of  business  of  no 
public  importance  has  been  transacted.

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ANNUAL  HEPOET  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  POOR  FARM. 

T'o  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Poor 
Farm  would  respectfully  report  that  since  the  organization  of 
the  Board  of  I*oor  Directors,  under  the  recent  Act  of  Assembly, 
the  labors  of  your  Committee  have  been  materially  lessened. 
In  fact,  little,  if  anything,  is  left  for  your  Committee  to  attend 
to.  further  than  to  formally  revise  and  approve  the  affairs  of 
the  Board  and  the  Home.  The  well  known  character  of  the 
men  composing  this  Board,  makes  the  duty  imposed  upon  your 
Committee  a  decidedly  easy  one  to  perform. 

It  maf  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  that  a  new  Poor  Farm 
has  been  purchased  during  this  year,  and  the  purchase  thereof 
approved  by  Councils.  A  plan  of  new  Poor  House  has  also 
been  approved,  and  contracts  let,  and  a  very  large  portion  of 
the  main  building  put  under  roof.  In  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee  it  would  be  desirable  for  the  Board  to  set  aside  the 
eastern  wing  for  hospital  purposes.  The  building  proper,  when 
completed,  will  be  capacious  enough  twenty  j^ears  hence,  for  all 
the  i)Oor  likel}'  to  seek  shelter  therein.  A  modification  of  the 
slightest  character  will  be  all  that  is  necessary  to  adapt  the  por- 
tion referred  to,  for  the  purposes  specified.  Your  Committee 
make  that  recommendation,  and  urge  its  importance  before  the 
incoming  Councls. 

The  old  Home  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  inmates  as 
comfortable  as  it  is  possible  under  the  circumstances  for  them 
to  be  and  the  general  health  of  the  institution  compares  favor- 
ably with  that  of  previous  years. 

For  a  statement  in  detail  of  all  the  operations  of  this  branch 
of  the  City  Government,  attention  is  directed  to  the  Report  of 
the  Board,  David  .lohnston,  Esq.,  Steward,  B.  B,  Smith,  Esq., 
Physician,  all  of  which  accompany  this  report. 
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Your  Committee  would  report  further  that  they  have  exam- 
ined financial  atiairs  of  the  Board  and  find  everything  satisfac- 
tory.

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EEPOKT  OF  DIEECTOHS  OF  THE  l^OOR 

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Poor  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1871. 

The  average  number  of  inmates  at  the  Farm  during  the  year 
has  been  117.  There  is  in  the  house  at  this  date.  (Dec.  25th,) 
114,  of  whom  2fi  are  in  the  Insane  Department 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  inmates  during  the  year  has  been 
$7,302  19.  Showing  a  cost  of  $(i2.41  per  annum,  and  a  weekly 
cost  of  $1.20  per  inmate.  This  includes  the  dry  goods,  groce- 
ries, boots  and  slioes,  drugs,  clothing  and  all  other  articles  that 
were  actually-  consumed  during  the  3'ear  for  the  support  of  the 
inmates,  excepting  the  salaries  of  Poor  House  officers  and  the 
vegetables  that  were  raised  on  the  Farm. 

The  amount  of  drugs  purchased  for  the  Farm  was  $110.05. 
The  amount  of  prescriptions  furnished  to  poor  families  during 
the  year  in  the  city  was  $467.40. 

In  addition  to  the  insane  patients  at  the  P'arm,  we  have  25 
others  at  Dixmont.  who  have  been  maintained  during  the  year 
at  an  expense  of  $3,757,02. 

The  majority  of  these  patients  could  l)e  supported  at  the 
Farm  if  we  had  the  accommodations  for  them,  but  owing  to 
our  limited  room  we  are  compelled  to  maintain  them  at  Dix- 
mont. 

The  expenses  of  the  other  hospitals  are  unusuallj^  large  this 
year,  which  is  attributable  to  the  prevalence  of  that  dreaded 
disease  small-pox,  which  had  become  epidemic  throughout  the 
city,  and,  previous  to  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Health 
by  3'our  honorable  bodies,  all  persons  afflicted  with  the  disease 
and  requiring  hospital  treatment  were  sent  to  the  hospital  at 
the  expense  of  tliis  Board.  The  number  of  persons  thus  sent 
was  16,  and  the  amount  expended  for  their  support  was  $395. 

The  out  door  relief  this  year  is  also  unusually  large,  which  is 
accountable  for  in  two  ways : 
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1st.  The  present  house  being  so  small  it  is  entirely  inade- 
quate to  accommodate  all  persons  who  apply  for  relief,  any  per- 
sons making  application,  and  who  are  in  an^'^  way  able  to  do  any- 
thing toward  supporting  themselves,  is  given  some  relief  from 
the  office  weekly,  thus  enabling  them  to  make  a  living.  The 
number  of  families  thus  getting  relief  is  94. 

2d.  The  great  number  of  travelers,  or  ti'ansient  paupers  going 
through  the  city,  and  requiring  some  assistance  to  help  them 
on  their  way,  has  increased  it  greatly. 

There  has  been  collected  during  the  year  by  Robert  D. 
McGonnigle,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  $2,568.43,  from  the  fol- 
lowing sources :

There  were  two  horses  sold  during  the  year,  and  two  pur- 
chased. One  of  them  was  sold  for  $175  to  the  contractors  for 
the  brick- work  of  the  new  Home,  which  was  deducted  from  their 
estimate  No.  4  of  work  done  by  them,  and  the  other  one  was 
sold  for  $165,  which  was  collected  b}'  R.  D.  McGonnigle  and 
paid  over  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Controller's  Report  shows  a  balance  of  $8,161.92  on 
hand  to  the  credit  of  the  regular  fund,  and  a  balance  of 
$31,027.75  to  the  credit  of  the  new  building  fund,  making  a 
total  of  $40,189.67  on  hand  at  this  date.- 

The  amount  expended  during  the  3^ear  of  the  new  building 
fund  is  $52,699.43,  of  which  $16,895.00  was  expended  on  the 
purchase  of  the  farm,  and  the  balance  of  the  amount  was  for 
the  building  of  the  new  home,  and  expenses  connected  with  it. 
The  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  this  fund  accompanies  the 
report  and  are  given  in  detail. 

The  new  building  we  are  pleased  to  inform  j'ou  after  several 
stoppages  and  delays  in  the  work,  is  now  being  pushed  on  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  Oul}'  one  wing  of  the  Home  has  been  got 
under  roof,  but  before  the  date  of  our  next  report  we  hope  to 
have  the  whole  of  the  building  under  roof,  and  a  part,  if  not  all 
of  it  ready  for  occupancy. 
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The  Report  is  accompanied  by  the  Physician's  and  Steward's 
Reports.

PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Poor  : 

Gentlemen — The  Physician  of  the  Board  iu  the 
discharge  of  the  duty  incumbent  upon  him  by  your  rules,  would 
respectfully  report  a  synopsis  of  the  transactions  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  25,  1871. 

The  total  average  for  both  departments  is  117.  The  averao-e 
is  greater  than  for  any  preceeding  year  in  the  histor3''  of  the 
Home. 

Of  the  number  (382)  of  inmates  nearly  all  of  them  have 
required  medical  or  surgical  attention. 

The  character  of  the  institution  has  of  late  undergone  a 
change.  It  has  become  a  hospital  not  only  for  venerial  dis- 
eases, (which  were  formerly  sent  to  the  city  hospital  for  treat- 
ment),  but  for  all  diseases  except  small-pox. 

Only  three  (o)  cases  of  small-pox  occurred  at  the  Home. 
The  disease  was  contracted  while  visiting  the  city.  The 
decision  of  the  Board,  and  the  action  of  the  Steward  in  pre- 
venting the  inmates  from  visiting  the  city  was  a  judicious  sani- 
tary measure. 
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During  the  year  17  deaths  occurred,  16  in  the  sane,  and  1  in 
the  insane  department,  males  12,  females  5.  There  were  8 
births,  males  5,  females,  3. 

The  insane  department  has  been  visited  regularly  as  required. 
The  matron.  Mrs.  Eliza  J.  Karnes  continues  to  discharge  her 
duties  with  characteristic  efficiency  and  kindness.  The  total 
number  in  this  department  during  the  j'ear  was  48. 

Twentj^-seven  (2*1)  new  cases  were  admitted,  ten  (10)  males 
and  seventeen  (17)  females.  But  one  (1)  death  occurred. 
Twent3'-ono  (21)  cases  were  discharged.  Some  of  these  pa- 
tients were  discharged  much  improved  and  five  (5)  were  dis- 
charged as  Cured. 

The  drugs  purchased  at  the  Cit^'  drug  store  for  the  Farm. 
amounts  to  $110.  05. 

The  stock  of  drugs  on  hand  including  wine  and  alcohol,  is 
valued  at  $36  00. 

It  having  been  an  epidemical  year,  the  labor  of  your  physician 
has  beeen  greatly  increased.  All  persons  sent  by  the  sec- 
retary, 11.  D.  McGonnigle,  have  been  vaccinated  gratuitously. 
I  desire  to  state  here  that  the  promi)tness  of  the  Secretary  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  to  the  sick  poor  is  highly  commend- 
able. 

A  year's  services  have  been  rendered  to  the  class  that  are 
incarcerated  in  the  city  toombs,  without  the  usual  compensation 
for  such  services,  to  the  physician.  Allow  me  to  suggest  that 
a  few  cots  be  placed  in  the  large  room  at  the  lock-up,  for  the 
sick  poor  who  are  not  criminals,  but  who  are  detained  for  want 
of  better  accommodations  in  the  cells  over  night. 

About  forty  (40)  insane  patients  have  been  examined  by  your 
physician  and  sent  to  the  asylums. 

The  patients  of  the  Widows'  Home,  in  charge  of  the  Ladies' 
Relief  Society  have  received  their  medicines  at  the  city  drug 
stores. 

Before  the  doors  of  the  Pittsburgh  Hospitals  were  closed 
against  our  patients,  we  had  visited  and  sent  to  this  institution 
sixteen  cases  of  varioloid  and  small-pox.  Since  that  time  our 
sick  have  generally  been  visited  at  their  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  visits  to  the  Poor  Home,  your  physician 
'aas  paid  five  hundred  and  fifty-six  (556)  visits  to  the  city  poor, 
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and  two  hundred  and  thirty-one  (231)  patients  have  visited  his 
office  for  counsel.     The  number  of  prescriptions  issued  by  the 
physician  was  eight   hundred   (800),     The  completion  of  tlie 
new  home  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  our  worthy  poor.

STATEMENT 

Of  the  ExPENriTURES  of  the  "New  Blilding  Fund,"

It  would  not  be  out  of  place  perhaps  to  state  that  all  the  bills 
for  printing  of  all  kinds  were  paid  from  this  appropriation.  The 
amount  expended  this  year  is  $271  2«  greater  than  last  year, 
which   is   altogether   owing  to  increased  amount  of  printing 

done. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  expenditures,  your  committee 
has  under  consideration  the  propriety  of  so  amending  existing 
ordinances  as  to  dispense  with  one  of  the  English  official  news- 
papers. There  seemed  to  be  no  justifying  reason  why  this 
extra  expenditure  should  be  continued.  It  was  decided  there- 
fore to  report,  with  favorable  recommendation,  an  ordinance 
providincr  for  the  repeal  of  the  <n-dinance  which  requires  the 
publication  in  three  papers  of  all  official  matters,  &c.,  and  lim- 
iting the  number  to  two — one  English  and  one  German  news- 
paper.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Select  and  Common  Councils : 

Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Health  would  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  report  of  their  doings  from  the 
date  of  their  organization  until  December  29,  1871  ; 

At  the  date  of  our  organization  there  was  $1,0U0  appropri- 
ated by  your  honorable  bodies,  which  was  considered  enough 
to  paj'  all  expenses  that  would  be  contracted  by  the  Board  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  until  the  close  of  the  year,  and 
which  would  have  been  sufficient  had  not  the  loathsome  disease 
of  smallpox  broke  out  and  became  epidemic  throughout  the 
whole  city,  and  which  necessarily  increased  the  expenses  of  the 
Board  tenfold.  There  were  eight  patients  sent  to  the  hospitals 
in  Pittsburgh  afflicted  with  it,  and  when  the  disease  had  reached 
its  most  violent  stage  the  doors  of  the  Pittsburgh  hospitals 
were  suddenly  closed  against  any  patients  from  this  city.  We 
were  then  compelled  to  procure  some  place  for  the  treatment  of 
those  persons  atllioled  with  smallpox  in  the  city,  and  which 
could  only  be  done  by  erecting  a  hospital  or  pest-house  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  Permission  was  given  by  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Poor  to  build  a  hospital  on  their  farm  at  Claremont 
station.  The  building  was  erected  by  T.  S.  Calhoun  &  Co.,  in 
the  short  space  of  time  of  eight  days,  and  although  but  tempo- 
rary, is  very  substantial  and  well  adapted  for  a  smallpox 
hospital. 

Dr.  Daniel  Leasure  was  selected  by  the  Board  as  physician 
to  the  hospital,  and  by  his  thorough  knowledge  and  vast  expe- 
rience of  the  treatment  of  that  disease,  the  hospital  was  brought 
to  a  methodical  and  systematical  working  in  all  its  depart* 
ments  at  once. 

There  has  been  forty  patients  admitted  into  the  hospital 
since  its  opening — November  13 — of  whom  seven  died  and 
thirteen  were  discharged,  leaving  in  the  hospital  at  this  date 
(December  29)  twenty  patients,  all  of  which  are  doing  well 
The  disease,  we  are  happy  to  inform  you,  is  gradually  abating,

as  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  physicians,  and  \Yhat  cases  are 
reported  are  of  a  mild  t^-pe  (chiefly  varioloid).  The  expense 
of  erecting  the  hospital  and  furnishing  it  with  necessary  articles 
pertaining  to  a  hospital  increased  the  expenses  and  duties  of 
tlie  Board  so  muoli  that  we  were  either  compelled  to  ask  for  an 
additional  appropriation  of  $5,000  or  cease  operations.  The 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  made  a  careful  estimate  of 
the  necessar}^  expenses  of  the  hospital,  which  embraced  salaries 
of  the  employees,  drugs,  provisions,  dry  goods  and  sundry  other 
expenses  necessarj'  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same  and  the 
treatment  of  the  patients  up  to  January  1,  1872,  which  amounted 
to  $5,000  in  round  numbers,  which  was  presented  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  your  honorable  body,  and  on  their  recommenda- 
tion the  appropriation  was  granted.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General, 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  viewers  on  the  opening,  "widening  or  extending, 
or  re-grading  or  re-paving  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  in  the 
City  of  Allegheny,  shall  add  the  costs  and  expenses  of  the 
view  to  the  damages  awarded,  or  costs  of  construction,  and 
assess  the  same  as  a  part  thereof. 

Section  2.  In  the  matter  of  the  opening,  widening  or  ex- 
tending of  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  in  said  city,  the  viewers  shall 
have  the  right  to  recommend  that  buildings  situated  partially 
on  the  street,  lane  or  alley  to  be  opened, '^widened  or  extended, 
shall  be  permitted  to  remain  thereon  for  such  time  as  they  may 
deem  proper ;  and  if  the  report  shall  be  so  approved,  the  owners 
thereof  may  continue  the  said  buildings  during  the  time 
designated. 

Section  3.  Whenever  any  report  of  viewers  shall  have  been 
finally  acted  upon  by  Councils,  and  approved  by  them,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Select  Council  to  give  notice  of  the 
fact  by  publication,  in  the  papers  authorized  to  do  the  city 
printing,  for  three  days,  and  the  action  of  Councils  in  such 
case  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  unless  an  appeal  shall  be 
filed  in  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  within  ten  days  after  the 
first  publication  of  said  notice. 

Section  4.  Whenever  an  appeal  shall  be  taken  from  any 
report  of  viewers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appellant  to  file 
with  his  petition  a  clear  and  concise  statement  and  specification 
of  each  and  everj-  ground  of  objection  to  said  report,  and  upon 
hearing  thereof  all  other  objections  shall  be  regarded  as  waived, 
and  no  other  shall  be  considered  unless  other  exceptions  be 
filed  by  special  leave  of  Court ;  said  appellant  shall  notify  the

City  Solicitor  of  the  time  of  making  the  application,  and  furnish 
tim  with  a  copy  of  the  petition  and  specification  of  objection. 
If,  upon  such  application,  the  Court  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
the  same  should  be  considered,  they  shall  direct  the  same  to  be 
filed,  and  that  an  order  be  issued  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils, 
directing  them  to  certify'  and  return  to  the  Court  all  the  papers 
and  proceedings  in  the  case;  and  thereupon  said  Court  shall 
take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  they  may  think  right  and 
proper,  and  shall  have  power  to  approve,  to  modif3-,  correct  and 
approve  said  report,  or  to  quash  the  proceedings,  to  appoint 
new  viewers,  or  refer  the  proceedings  to  the  same  viewers,  with 
like  power  to  approve,  to  modify,  correct  and  approve  their 
report,  or  to  quash  the  proceedings  ;  and  in  all  cases  the  Court 
shall  direct  who  shall  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal. 

Section  5.  All  the  proceedings  in  the  matter  of  the  grading, 
paving  and  curbing  of  any  street,  lane  or  alley  in  said  city, 
begun  prior  to  the  act  of  Assembly  approved  first  of  April, 
"Anno  Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  entitled 
"An  Act  relative  to  the  streets  in  the  City  of  Allegheny,"  the 
assessments  for  which  had  not  been  filed  at  the  date  of  the  ap- 
proval thereof,  shall  be  carried  on  and  completed,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  thereof,  unless  herein 
otherwise  provided  ;  and  all  proceedings  in  such  cases  had  after 
the  approval  of  said  act,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
thereof,  are  hereby  legalized. 

Section  fi.  That  so  much  of  said  act,  entitled  "An  Act  rela- 
tive to  streets  in  the  Cit}'  of  Allegheny,  approved  first  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sevent}^  as 
limits  the  time  for  the  filing  of  assessments  to  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  improvements  for  which 
they  are  made,  shall  not  apply  to  any  assessment  for  any 
grading,  paving  or  curbing  done  in  said  city,  and  completed 
before  the  passage  of  said  act. 

Section  7.  That  whenever  a  lien  shall  be  filed  b}^  the  City  of 
Allegheny  for  any  assessment  made  in  pursuance  of  any  act 
relative  to  streets  in  said  city,  and  a  scire  facias  issued  thereon, 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  file  an  affidavit  of  claim,  but  judg- 
ment may  be  entered  thereon  upon  two  nihils,  or  service  in  de- 
fault of  an  appearance  or  sufficient  affidavit  of  defence  ;  and 
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upon  trial  of  any  scire  facias,  the  lien  tiled  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  claim;  and  all  matters  necessary  to  sus- 
tain said  claim,  which  are  not  denied  by  said  affidavit  of  de- 
fence, shall  be  taken  as  admitted. 

Section  S.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  the  widening  or  straight- 
ening of  any  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  in  said  city, 
it  shall  be  necessary  to  re-grade  or  re-pave  the  same,  and  the 
cost  of  the  original  grading  or  paving  was  paid  by  the  property 
holders,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Councils  to  refer  the  matter 
to  three  disinterested  viewers,  who  shall  inquire  and  report  to 
Councils  whether  the  improvement  is  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
benefit  to  the  property  abutting  on  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  or 
part  thereof,  so  widened  or  straightened,  or  to  the  city  at  large  ; 
and  if  they  shall  report  that  it  is  in  whole  or  in  part  of  benefit 
to  the  said  property  so  abutting,  they  shall  report  the  propor- 
tion to  be  paid  by  the  same. 

Section  9.  When  the  viewers  shall  have  reported  to  Coun- 
cils, the  said  Councils  shall  have  power  to  provide  by  ordinance 
for  the  re-grading  or  re-paving  of  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  or 
part  thereof,  and  that  the  cost  and  expenses  thereof  shall  be 
assessed  wholly  or  partly  upon  the  property  abutting  on  said 
street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part  thereof,  so  widened  or  straightened 
in  accordance  with  said  report :  Provided,  That  whenever  an 
ordinance  for  the  re-grading  or  re-i)aving  of  any  street,  lane  or 
alley,  or  part  thereof,  shall  have  been  passed  by  Councils,  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  within  ten  days  thereafter,  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  the  assessment  of  viewers  as  hereinbefore 
provided ;  and  all  action  upon  said  ordinance  shall  be  sus- 
pended until  the  final  order  of  the  Court  thereon ;  and  said 
Court  shall  have  power  to  direct  such  modifications  of  the  action 
of  Councils  as  shall  appear  just  and  proper. 

Section  10.  Whenever  anj^  street,  lane  or  alley,  or  part 
thereof,  shall  have  been  re-graded  or  re-paved,  under  an  ordi- 
nance, as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  the  proportion 
of  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  which  may  be  ordered  to  be 
paid  by  the  property  abutting  on  said  street,  lane  or  alley,  so 
widened  or  straightened,  shall  be  assessed  along  with  the  cost 
and  expense  of  grading  or  paving  the  portion  added  by  said 
widening  or  straightening,  by  the  viewers  appointed  to   inquire 
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whether  the  same  was  of  general  or  local  benefit,  or  in  case  of 
the  unavoidable  absence  or  inability  to  attend,  b}^  other  like 
disinterested  persons,  by  an  equal  assessment  on  the  foot  front 
of  the  several  properties  abutting  on  said  street,  lane  or  alley, 
or  part  thereof,  so  widened  or  straightened. 

Section  1 1.  That  when  a  lien  is  filed  against  unlinown  owners, 
and  a  scim  facias  issued  thereon,  the  notice  to  be  given  by  the 
Sherift'  thei'eof,  shall  be  by  posting  a  copy  thereof  on  the 
premises,  and  advertising  in  one  daily  newspaper  of  said  county 
once  a  week,  for  two  weeks,  a  description  of  the  lot,  the 
amount  assessed  thereon,  and  for  what  purpose  ;  and  judgment 
may  then  be  entered,  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  a  writ  of 
levari  Jacias  issued  and  proceeded  on  as  in  other  cases.

Validating  the  issue  of  certain  Sewerage  Bonds  by  the  City  of  Alle* 

gheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  (Jommonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  action  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  AUeglieny,  in  providing,  by  ordinance  passed  the 
tenth  day  of  November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
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dred  and  seventy,  for  the  issue  of  sewerage  bonds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  refunding  tlie  sewerage  assessments  in  said  city,  said 
bonds  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  forty  thonsand  dollars,  in 
the  denominations  of  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  and  maturing  jj-early,  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty,  in  sums  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  is  hereby 
legalized,  and  said  bonds  are  hereby  legalized,  as  fully,  to  all 
intents  and  purposes,  as  though  this  act  had  been  passed  prior 
to  their  issue. 

Section  2.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  free  from  state  and  local 
taxation.

Section  L  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  each  person  elected  to  the  oflice  of  treasurer  of  the 
cities  of  Pittsburgh  or  Allegheny  shall,  before  entering  into  the 
duties  of  his  office,  give  a  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  to  be 
approved  by  at  least  two  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  count}^  of  Allegheny,  and  in  such  penalty  as  the 
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said  judges  shall  deem  sufficient,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  all  duties  enjoined  on  him  by  law,  in  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  for  the  pa3'ment  by  him,  according  to  law, 
of  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth ; 
which  bond  shall  be  taken  by  and  acknowledged  before  the 
recorder  of  deeds  of  said  county,  and  recorded  in  his  office,  at 
the  cost  of  the  commonwealth,  and  the  original  bond  shall  be 
forthwith  transmitted  to  the  auditor  general.

Relative  to  Grading,  Paving,  Curbing  and  otherwise  improving  Troy 
Hill  Road,  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  m  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny  may  grade, 
pave  and  set  with  curb  stone  Troy  Hill  road,  from  Vinial 
street  to  Garden  sti'eet,  upon  such  grade  as  is  now  or  may  be 
hereafter  estiibli«hed  by  said  Coiracils  therefor ;  and  said  Coun- 
cils may,  in  order  to  procure  a  better  grade,  cause  said  Troy 
Hill  road  to  diverge  from  its  present  location,  beginning  on  said 
road  at  a  point  about  two  hundred  feet  below  the  point  at 
which  the  water  main  crosses  said  road  ;  thence  to  the  south  of 
the  present  location,  in  a  curved  line,  returning  to  the  present 
location,  at  a  point  two  hundred  feet  above  said  water  main. 
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Section  2.  As  soon  as  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  work 
required  shall  have  been  made,  said  Councils  may  authorize  the 
Committee  on  Streets  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  grading, 
paving  and  setting  with  curbstone  of  said  road,  and  also  for  the 
erection  of  any  stone  walls  or  other  supports  to  said  road  that 
may  be  deemed  necessary ;  and  said  committee  may  let  the 
game  in  the  usual  manner. 

Section  3,  That  as  soon  as  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said 
improvements  shall  have  been  ascertained,  the  said  Councils 
may  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  city  as 
viewers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assess  and  apportion  the  said 
cost  and  expense  upon  all  property  in  said  city  and  Reserve 
township  which  they  shall  deem  benefitted  thereby  ;  the  appoint- 
ment of  said  viewers,  their  action  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  the  action  to  be  had  in  relation  to  their  report,  :ind  the 
lien  and  collection  of  assessments  to  be  made  by  them  shall  be, 
unless  herein  otherwise  directed,  as  far  as  possible,  as  provided 
for  street  openings  in  said  city,  by  an  act,  entitled  "An  Act 
relative  to  streets  in  the  Cit}'-  of  Allegheny,"  approved  the  first

AN  ACT 

Relative  to  the  Purchase  by  the  City  of  Allegheny  of  so  much  of  any 
Turnpike  or  Plank  Road  as  is  situated  in  said  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Beprc 
sentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
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same,  That  whenever  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny 
shall  deem  it  for  the  public  interest  that  the  said  city  should 
control  so  much  of  any  turnpike  or  plank  road  as  lies  within 
the  limits  of  said  city,  and  that  the  same  should  be  freed  from 
toll,  then  the  said  Councils  may  direct  the  City  Solicitor  to  in- 
stitute proceedings  therefor,  and  the  said  Solicitor  shall  pre- 
sent a  petition  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  setting  out  the 
facts ;  whereupon  said  Court  shall  appoint  three  discreet  citi- 
zens, who  shall  proceed  to  view  and  appraise  so  much  of  any 
turnpike  or  plank  road  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  said  city, 
and  report  to  said  Court  what  amount  shall  be  paid  by  said 
city  therefor ;  said  Court  shall  have  power  to  approve,  to 
modify,  correct  or  quash  the  repoit  of  said  viewers,  or  appoint 
new  viewers,  with  like  power  to  approve,  modify,  correct  or 
quash  their  report. 

Section  2.  That  whenever  the  amount  to  be  paid  shall  have 
been  finally  determined,  and  the  same  paid  or  secured,  or  ten- 
dered to  the  officers  of  said  turnpike  or  plank  road,  then  so 
much  thereof  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  said  city  shall  pass 
under  the  control  of  said  city  as  a  street  thereof ;  and  all  toll 
houses  shall  be  removed  therefrom  outside  the  city  limits.

AK  ORDmANOE 

Levying  a  City,  Poor,  Business  and  Sewerage  Tax,  for  the  year  1871, 
and  establishing  the  rates  of  Water  Rents,  and  appropriating  the 
Revenues  arising  therefrom. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Select  and  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  authority 
of  the  same,  That  there  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected 
from  the  persons,  professions,  trades  and  property  in  and  of  the 
City  of  Allegheny  made  taxable,  a  tax  of  ten  (10)  mills  on  the 
county  valuation  for  the  use  of  the  City  aforesaid  ;  also  five  (5) 
mills  on  the  count}-  valuation  exclusive  of  improvements,  for 
sewerage  purposes;  also  three  (3)  mills  on  the  dollar  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  of  the  Cit}' ;  also  there  is  assessed  and 
levied  for  the  present  year  a  tax  of  one  (I)  mill  on  the  dollar 
for  the  use  of  said  city  on  the  amount  of  the  annual  sales  of  all 
iioods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and  upon  all  articles  of  trade 
and  commerce  sold  in  the  City,  whether  sold  by  auction  or  other- 
wise :  Provided,  That  all  persons  whose  sales  do  not  amount 
to  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  shall  be  exempt. 

Section  2.  And  it  is  hei^eby  further  enacted,  That  the  ordi- 
nance amending  the  seventeenth  section  of  chapter  seventeen  in- 
creasing the  rates  of  Water  Rents  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  re-enacted  in  all  its  parts  and  provisions, 
except  the  rate  of  metre  ineasure,  which  shall  remain  as  fixed 
by  ordinance  passed  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  1867. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  section  second  of 
an  o:dinance  passed  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  1S69,  fixing 
the  rate  of  vehicle  license,  be  and  the  same  is  re-enacted  in  all 
its  parts  and  provisions. 

Section  4.  That  all  the  receipts  arising  from  Taxes,  Water 
Kents,  Markets,  Fines  and  Forfeitures,  and  all  other  sources,  to- 
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gether  with  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  not  otlierwise

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  issue  of  sewerage  bonds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  8ame,That  the  Controller  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  have  bonds  prepared, 
to  be  designated  "  Sewerage  Bonds,"  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  ($50,000,)  to  paj'forthe  sewers  under  contract 
or  to  be  put  under  contract  during  the  year,  for  the  construction 
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of  which  the  city  is  to  furnish  the  funds ;  said  bonds  to  be  of 
the  denomination  of  $500  and  $1,000  each;  to  mature  in  ten 
years  from  date  of  issue,  and  to  have  coupons  attached,  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  on  the 
first  days  of  Januarj^  and  July  in  each  and  every  year.  Said 
bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Controller. 

Section  2.  That  all  sales  of  said  bonds  which  may  be  issued 
shall  be  made  by  the  Controller  of  said  city,  by  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  in  all  other  respects  the 
issue,  sale  and  disposal  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly  relative  to  sewers,  in 
the  city  of  Alleghen}'-,  approved  the  24th  day  of  March,  1870.

Ritchie  and  S.  W,  McGinniss  viewers 
to  view  premises,  assess  damages,  &c. ;  and  Whereas,  S.  W. 
McGinniss  having  declined  to  serve  as  viewer,  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enaced  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Mr.  John  Dean  be 
appointed  instead  of  S.  W.  McGinniss,  and  that  the  Board  of 
Viewers  be  and  is  hei-eby  constituted  as  follows :  John  B. 
Ingham,  James  Ritchie  and  John  Dean. 

Section  2.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith  be  and  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  21st  day  of  March, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one. 


AN    ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  Protection  fi-om  Accidents  from  Excavations. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny^  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  all  persons  making  or 
having  charge  of  the  making  of  any  Excavation  in  any  high- 
way in  the  Citj^  of  Allegheny,  or  in  any  private  property  where 
the  said  Excavation  shall  be  contiguous  to  any  highway,  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  securely  fenced  during  the  night  time,  and 
in  addition,  shall  place  and  keep  burning  a  sufficient  number  of 
red  lanterns  to  disclose  to  persons  and  teams  passing  and  re- 
passing along  said  highway  the  nature  of  the  Excavation. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going section  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  Ten  nor  more  than  Fifty  Dollars,  to  be  recovered 
summarily.

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AI^    ORDINANCE 

Relating  to  Shade-trees  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny^  and  it.  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  maliciously  or  carelessly  to  injure,  or  cause  to 
be  injured,  any  Shade-trees,  or  the  Boxes  or  Posts  placed  to 
pi'otect  the  same  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Ten  nor  more  than 
Fifty  Dollars,  to  be  recovered  for  each  offense,  before  the  Mayor 
or  Aldermen  by  summary  conviction. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  2Tth  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one. 


AN    ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  City  Engineer  to  superintend  all  Grading  and  Paving 
of  Streets  and  Alleys  in  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  so  much  of  the  duties 
of  the  Street  Commissioner  as  relates  to  the  examination  of 
material  and  workmanship  required  in  the  grading  and  paving 
of  streets  and  alleys  in  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  which  duties 
are  more  fully  defined  in  section  5,  page  188,  of  the  Revised 
City  Code,  be  and  they  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Engineer- 
ing Department ;  and  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
it  shall  be  the  dutj-  of  the  City  Engineer  to  supervise  all  grading 
and  paving  authorized  and  hereafter  to  be  authorized,  and  with 
the  same  power  to  compel  a  compliance  with  the  ordinances 
regulating  this  matter,  as  hitherto  exercised  by  the  Street 
Commissioner. 
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Section  2.  All  ordinances  or  parts  thereof,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  27th  day  of  April, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one.

Relative  to  awarding  Contracts. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councih  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  that  portion  of  section 
10,  page  rio,  of  the  Revised  Cit}^  Code,  which  relates  to  the 
av/arding  of  contracts,  be  so  amended  that  after  proposals  shall 
have  been  invited  and  received,  the  Committee  having  charge 
of  such  business  shall  be  dul}^  called,  and  said  proposals  opened 
in  presence  of  said  Committee,  and  the  contract  awarded  by 
them  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

Section  2.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  thereof  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed.

prohibiting  Professional  Begging  upon  the  streets  of  the  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  Thathereafter  it  will  be 
unlawful  for  Professional  Beggars  to  follow  their  calling  upon 
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the  public  highways  of  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  and  all  Policemen,  to  notify  any  such  person 
or  persons  that  unless  they  leave  the  city  in  twenty-four  hours, 
or  abandon  the  streets,  they  will  be  subject  to  arrest  and  im- 
prisonment in  the  County  Jail  or  Work-house,  as  common 
vagrants  are  now  liable  and  subject. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this   25th  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one. 


AN    OKDINANCE 

Defining  the  Location  of  Water  and  Gas  Pipes  and  Sewers. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  authority  of  the  same,  That  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  a  more  uniform  plan  than  that  already  existing, 
relative  to  locating  Water  and  Gas  Pipes  and  Sewers,  and 
preventing  as  far  as  possible  accidents  likely  to  occur  from  a 
want  of  uniformity,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  central  portion 
of  all  streets,  alleys,  &c.,  shall  be  specially  reserved  for  water 
pipes. 

Section  2,  The  Gas  Company  are  hereby  required,  prior  to 
locating  any  main  or  extension  of  their  pipes,  to  consult  the 
City  Engineer,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  designate  which 
side  of  the  street,  alley,   &c.,   the  gas  main  or   mains    shall 

occupy. 

Section  3.     All  sewers  shall  be  located  on  the  opposite  side 

of  the  street,  alley,  &c.,  to  that  set  apart  for  gas  pipes,  and  in 

all  cases  the  water  pipes,  or  space  therefor,  shall  intervene 

between  sewers  and  gas  pipes. 

Section  4.     That  when  any  pipe  or  sewer  has  been  already 

laid  in  any  street  or  thoroughfare  whatsoever,  any  sewer  or 

pipe  subsequently  laid  shall  be  placed  on  the  opposite  side  of 

such  thoroughfare. 
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Section  5.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  herewith,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  PJngineer  to 
require  an  observance  of  this  ordinance. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  25th  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one. 


AN    ORDINANCE 

Providinff  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Board  of  Health  for  the  City  of 

Altegheuy. 

Section  I.  J}^  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny^  and  it  is  het-eby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  jxissage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Councils  to  go  into  joint  session,  for  the  [)urpose  of  electing 
one  citizen  from  each  of  the  nine  wards  of  the  city,  who  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Allegheny. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Select 
Council  to  notify  the  persons  so  elected,  and  fix  the  time  for 
holding  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  which  meeting  shall  be 
for  the  purpose  of  organization. 

Section  3.  The  ofiicers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a 
President  and  Secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  bj'  a  majority'  of 
the  members  of  the  Board  from  their  own  number.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings.  In  his 
absence  the  Board  can  select  one  member  to  preside  tempor- 
arily. A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quoram, 
and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy'  in  the  Board,  from  any  cause, 
the  Board  shall  fill  said  vacancy  until  next  meeting  of  Councils, 
provided  the  appointee  is  a  resident  of  the  ward  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep 
a  correct  minute  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him. 
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Section  4.  The  Board  shall  sit  upon  their  own  adjournment, 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary,  but  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
a  week  between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  of  October,  in 
every  year ;  also  when  the  Board  shall  be  specially  convened  by 
order  of  the  President  or  auy  two  of  the  members. 

Section  5.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  deemed 
necessary  to  secure  greater  efficiency  in  the  administration  of 
the  aflFairs  of  the  Board,  provided  that  said  Rules  and  Regul- 
ations shall  not  conflict  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  or  existing  ordinances. 

Section  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of 
Health,  when  they  shall  have  reason  to  believe,  from  the  report 
of  any  physicians  appointed  by  said  Board,  that  any  person 
within  the  city  of  Allegheny  is  afflicted  with  any  contagious 
disease  dangerous  to  the  community,  to  take  measures  for  pre- 
venting the  spreading  of  the  contagion  by  forbidding  and 
preventing  all  communications  with  the  infected  house  or 
family,  except  by  means  of  physicians,  nurses  or  messengers, 
to  convey  the  necessary  advice,  medicine  and  provisions  to  the 
afflicted,  and  exercise  all  such  other  powers  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  shall  require,  and  as  shall,  in  their  judgment,  be 
most  conducive  to  the  public  good,  with  the  least  private 
injury. 

Section  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  to 
have  all  objects  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  endanger  the 
health  of  the  citizens  to  be  removed  or  corrected,  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  citizens.  And  if  the 
owner  or  owners  or  occupiers  of  any  premises  on  which  such 
nuisance  shall  be  found,  refuse  or  neglect,  on  due  notice,  to 
remove  or  correct  the  same,  he,  she  or  they  so  refusing  or 
neglecting  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  ever^^  such  offense  any  sum 
not  less  than  Five  nor  more  than  Twenty  Dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered and  applied  to  the  use  of  said  Board. 

Section  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  of 
Health  for  the  Citj^  of  Allegheny  to  cause  all  offensive  or  putrid 
substances,  and  all  nuisances  which  may  have  a  tendency,  in 
their  opinion,  to  endanger  the  health  of  the  citizens,  to  be 
removed    from   the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  highways,  wharves, 
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docks  or  any  other  part  or  parts  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and 
to  cause  such  of  the  privies  within  the  limits  aforesaid  to  be 
emptied  or  corrected  with  lime  or  otherwise,  at  the  expense  of 
the  individuals  who  are  the  owners  of  the  houses  to  which  the 
said  privies  are  appurtenant,  as  the  said  Board  shall  from  time 
to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
and  if  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  the  premises  on  which  any 
nuisance  may  be  found,  and  tlie  owners  of  tlie  houses  to  which 
the  said  privies  are  appurtenant,  shall  on  due  notice  thereof 
refuse  or  neglect  to  have  the  same  immediately  removed, 
emptied  or  corrected,  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they  refusing  or 
neglecting,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offense  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars  and  the  expense  of  cleansing. 

Section  9.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  designate  and  provide 
a  place  or  places,  where  are  to  be  received  and  deposited  the 
contents  of  all  privies  as  the}^  shall  from  time  to  time  be  cleansed 
and  emptied,  and  all  offensive  substances  found  upon  the  public 
highways. 

Section  10.  That  so  soon  as  the  Board  of  Health  have  pro- 
vided, as  aforesaid,  a  place  or  places  for  the  purposes  aforesaid 
and  are  prepared  to  receive  therein  the  contents  of  privies,  and 
other  offensive  substances,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  make  pro. 
clamation  thereof,  b}-  advertisement  in  the  oflicial  newspapers 
of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  to  be  continued  at  least  thirty  days  ; 
and  from  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days  durino* 
which  said  advertisement  has  been  made,  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  person  or  persons  employed  in  cleansing  anj'  privy  or 
privies  within  the  bounds  aforesaid  to  deposit  or  cause  to  be 
deposited  the  contents  or  any  part  of  the  contents  thereof  in 
any  other  place  or  places  than  such  as  shall  be  designated  by 
said  Board  of  Health  in  their  said  proclamation  ;  and  if  any 
person  or  persons  shall  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  such 
contents,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  any  other  place  or  places  than 
as  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of  the  said  Board  of  Health 
such  person  or  persons  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offense  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Section  11.  That  no  person  shall  remove  or  cause  to  be 
removed  the  contents  or  any  part  thereof  of  any  privy-well  until 
he  shall  have  firsc  obtained  a  permit  from  the  said  Board  of 
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Health,  which  permit  shall  specify  the  time  within  which  the 
contents  of  the  privy  may  be  removed,  and  the  place  to  which 
the  said  contents  shall  be  conveyed  and  deposited  ;  and  if  any 
person  shall  remoA^e,  cause  or  allow,  or  assist  in  removing  the 
contents  or  any  part  thereof  of  any  priv^'-well  before  he  has 
obtained  such  permit,  or  at  any  other  time  than  that  specified 
h\  the  said  permit,  or  shall  convey  to  and  deposit,  or  assist  in 
conveying  and  depositing  the  same  in  any  other  place  than  that 
described  in  the  said  permit,  he  shall  for  any  of  the  aforsaaid 
acts,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Board  of  Health  the  sura  of  twenty 

dollars. 

Section  12,  That  hereafter  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to 
remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  portion  of  the  coutents  of 
a  privy-well  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  excepting  in  carts  or 
vehicles  so  constructed  as  to  be  water-tight,  and  securely 
covered  on  the  top ;  and  if  any  person  shall  remove,  cause  or 
permit  to  be  removed  the  contents,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any 
privy,  excepting  in  carts  or  vehicles  constructed  aa  above,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Board  of  Health  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars;  and  any  constable,  police  oiBcer  or  watchman,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  seize  and  detain  all  carts,  horses  and 
implements  and  apparatus  actually  taken  with  any  person  or 
persons  detected  in  any  violation  of  said  resolutions  and  all 
other  laws  on  the  same  subject. 

Section  13.  That  no  person  shall  permit  or  have  any  offen- 
sive water  or  other  liquid  or  substance  on  his  premises  or 
grounds  'to  the  prejudice  of  life  or  health,  whether  for  use  in 
trade  or  otherwise.  And  every  such  establishment  now  existing 
shall  be  kept  cleanly  and  wholesome,  and  be  so  conducted  in 
every  particular  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  prejudicial  to  life  or 

health. 

Section  14.  That  no  part  of  the  contents  of  or  substances 
from  any  sink,  privy,  run,  cesspool,  nor  any  manure,  ashes, 
garbage,  rubbish  or  dirt,  shall  be  by  any  person  flung  or 
allowed  to  or  drop  into  or  remain  in  any  street,  place  or  public 
place  within  the  cit}"^  limits. 

Section  15.  That  no  butchers'  offal  or  garbage,  nor  any  dead 
animals,  nor  any  putrid  or  stinking  animal  or  vegetable  matter, 
shall  be  thrown  by  any  person  or  allowed  to  go  into  any  street, 
place,  or  upon  any  ground  or  premises  in  said  city. 
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Section  16.  That  every  physician  shall  report  to  the  Board 
of  Health,  in  writing,  every  person  having  a  contagious  disease, 
(and  the  state  of  his  or  her  disease,  and  his  or  her  place  of 
dwelling,  and  name  if  known,)  which  such  physician  has  pre- 
scribed for  or  attended  for  the  first  time  since  having  such  a 
contagious  disease,  during  any  part  of  the  preceding  twenty- 
four  hours ;  but  not  more  than  two  reports  shall  be  required  in 
one  week  concerning  the  same  person ;  but  ever^''  attending 
or  practising  physician  attending  thereat  shall  see  that  such 
report  is  or  has  been  made  by  some  attending  physician. 

Skction  n.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  ever}-  person  know- 
ing of  any  individual  in  said  city  sick  of  any  contagious  disease, 
(where  such  person  shall  have  reason  to  regard  such  individual 
as  neglected,  or  not  properly  cared  f(jr,  and  to  avoid  giving 
said  disease  to  others,)  and  the  duty  of  any  physician  hearing 
of  any  such  sick  person,  who  he  shall  have  reason  to  tliiiik 
requires  the  avtention  of  this  Board,  to  at  once  report  tlie  facts 
to  the  attention  of  the  proper  otiicers  in  regard  to  the  disease, 
condition  and  dwelling-place  or  i)Osition  of  such  sick  person. 

Section  18.  That  every  person,  being  the  parent  or  guardian 
or  having  the  care,  custody  or  control  of  any  minor  or  other 
individual,  shall  (to  the  extent  of  their  means,  power  and 
authorit}-  of  said  guardian  or  other  person  that  could  properly 
be  used  or  exerted  for  such  purpose)  cause  and  procure  such 
minor  or  individual  to  be  promptly,  frequently  nnd  effectively 
vaccinated,  that  such  minor  or  individual  shall  not  take  or  be 
liable  to  take  the  small  pox. 

Section  19.  That  the  Board  of  Health  shall  appoint  one 
physician  in  each  ward  to  vaccinate  such  poor  persons  as  are 
unable  to  pay,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  city. 

Section  20.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Health 
Oflicer,  who  may  also  act  as  Secretary,  at  a  salary  not  exceed- 
ing   

Section  21.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Ordained  and  enacted  into  a  law,  this  the  22d  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one.

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Al^  ORDINANCE 

Relative  to  License  for  occupying  Public  Squares  and  Streets, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  on  and  after  the  pas- 
age  of  this  ordinance,  a  fee  of  $10  00  per  da}'  shall  be  charged  and 
collected  from  all  itinerant  merchants,  vendors  of  patent  nos- 
trums, dealers  in  prize  packages,  organ  grinders,  and  all  other 
persons  occupying  the  public  squares  or  streets  of  the  city  in 
the  dispensing  of  their  wares  (excepting  parties  selling  meat, 
garden  produce,  straw  and  hay  on  the  First  ward,  square)  for 
each  and  every  day  or  night,  the  same  to  be  collected  on  demand 
by  the  Clerk  of  Markets,  if  occupying  the  public  squares,  and 
by  the  Chief  of  Police  if  occupying  the  streets. 

Section  2.  Any  refusal  to  pay  the  above  fee  of  $10  00  will 
subject  the  party  otfending  to  a  fine  of  $20  00  and  costs,  to  be 
recovered  summarily  before  the  Mayor,  for  each  and  every 
refusal. 

Section  3.  The  Cliief  of  Police  is  hereby  empowered  and 
required  to  give  a  proper  receipt  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the 
purpose,  to  all  parties  paying  said  license  fee,  and  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Controller,  under  oath,  the  amount  of  money 
collected  by  him,  and  pa}'  the  same  into  the  City  Treasury 
semi-monthly. 

Section  4.     The    Clerk   of  Markets   shall    keep  a  separate 

account  of  all  collections  made  by  him  under  this  Ordinance, 

•  and  i-eport  the  same  in  his  monthly  statement  to  the  Controller.

Relative  to  the  Pleasant  Valley  Railway  Company, 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Allegheny,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  Th'dt  the  Councils   of  the 
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Citj'^  of  Allegheny  hereby  give  their  consent  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Asserabl^'^  approved  the  24th  of  May,  A.  D.  1871,
